REDS HAMMER 
AT DEFENSES

Success Not

The developments came as Russia 
and the western allies worked at top 
speed to lift thetr blockades at mid­ 
night Wednesday,

Getting Even With Ford

If they are unwilling to do that, they wi’l be out 
of luck. The Ford Co must « 11 automobiles to make 
jobs. It canl compete with other manufacturers— 
if efficient production causes its prices to be too high 
or the quality of its product too low—buyers will go on 
a strike 
In other words, there is no way under the sun tor 
the disgruntled employes of any company in compe­ 
tition with other companies to get even with an em­ 
ployer over an issue of efficiency without jeopardising 
their own security. 
Moreover, if they try to get even by going on strike 
they jeopardise the security of other workers. Hun­ 
dreds of other enterprises and tens of thousands of 
other workers already are being hit on the nose by the 
impact of the Eotd atrlke. 
It is tragic that in the United State* this relation­ 
ship between efficient production and Job security te 
not dealt with rationally by strike leaders They are 
more interested in ’ getUng even” with an employer 
for some real or imaginary grievance than 
in

welfare of the workers whoer livelihood d-pe» d* 
on working at their Jobs

Fighting Virus Pneumonia 
By HERMAN N, BIJNDENEN, M. D. 
Ordinary 
pneumonia — such a 
threat to life and health a 
few 
years ago—has, to a great extent, 
lost its terror since the advent of 
penicillin 
a n d 
the 
sulfonamide 
drugs. 
Unfortunately, during the same 
period, another type of this disease, 
Known as atypical or virus pneu­ 
monia, has been appearing 
with 
treater 
a n d greater 
frequency. 
Yfrainst this, neither penicillin nor 
he sulfonamide drugs have proved 
effective. 
Caused By Germs 
Very recently, a trial of a newly- 
discovered antibiotic, called auroo- 
mycin, gives excellent hope that it 
will do for virus pneumonia what 
pencillin has accomplished against 
the kind caused by germs. 
Virus pneumonia starts gradu­ 
ally, with cough, slight fever, head­ 
ache. chilling sensations and. often, 
a pain under the breastbone. X-ray 
usually shows some congestion Li 
the lung tissues. 
The number of 
white cells In the blood is normal 
or slightly less than normal. Ordi­ 
nary pneumonia come« on suddenly 
with chills, the presence of blood in 
with sputum and high 
f e ve r in 
most cases. 
Eighteen 
patients 
with 
virus 
pneumonia, severe enough to make j 
hospital care necessary, were treat- j 
ed 
with 
aureomycin, 
given 
by 
mouth. 
Free From Fever 
Patients treated during the first I 
11 days of their illness, became free i 
from fever within 12 to 73 hours, 
and 9 patients were free from fever I 
within a day. Improvement in tlie i 


other symptoms occurred at the 
same time as the fever dropped. 
The cough, however, persisted and 
improved 
only 
gradually. 
There 
was weakness cf varying degree 
during tire? recovery period. 
Th!. 
weakness wss most noticeable in 
patients in whom the treatment was 
not started until later in the dis­ 
ease. 
Recurrence of the symptom* 
did not take place in any of the 
patients after treatment with the 
aureomycin was stopped. 
The drug caused no noticeable re­ 
actions. 
Large doses, however, in 
some cases may cause sickness at 
the stomach and loss of appetite. 
Several of the patients complained 
of mild drowsiness. 
These studies would seem to Indi­ 


cate that aureomycin is of great 
/alue in the treatment of virus 
oneumonia. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. F.: 
What causes continued 
belching? 
Answer: 
The trouble may come 
from such causes as constipation, 
bowel inflammation, or nervous­ 
ness. 
A thorough and careful study 
should ha made to find the source 
cf the difficulty; then the most ef­ 
fective treatment for overcoming 
the trouble can be suggested.
